All of the fatalities occurred in the 


smoking car, which was completely 
telescoped by the baggage car. Here 
also were most of, those, who were in- 
jured, only two of the occupants of 
this ear escaping Injury. The car was 
crowded, and as the whistle had just 
•ounded for Enderlin almost every 
one was on his 'feet when-the crash 
came and the dead and wounded were 
piled into almost inextricable masses.

Enough Rare Works of Art Seized to 


'Start Three Stores — List Shows 
Laces, Silks and Valuable Articles of 
Apparel—Officers and Men Given a 
Chance to Pay Duty. 


New York, Dec. 24.—The big battle- 


ship Ohio, just home from the far east, 
was raided by United States treasury 
officials in the Brooklyn navy yard, 
and evidences of wholesale smuggling 
were discovered. A big seizure of 
smuggled goods was made. The raid 
was led by Special Treasury Agent 
Ralph W. Clayton, in charge of the 
confidential work:gf the treasury de- 
partment in'.matt«g|^s.,^relatin'g to cus- 
toms. The Ohio.'<brought in enough 
rare works of art and curios from trie 
east to start several stores. No ar 
rests were, made. 


One officer -was compelled to open 


his chest, and then the treasury agen 
beheld a wonderful t:ollection of goods 
from the orient. That was only a 
small part of the big cargo of curios 
on the battleship. Nearly every one 
of the 734 men on the ship had an un 
comfortable experience when his ki 
was opened and dutiable articles ex 
posed to view. 


Here is a partial list of . goods 


seized: Nearly 50,000 cigars, 3,000 
brushes and other toilet articles, nun 
dreds of pieces of Chinese and Jap 
anese bric-a-brac, all sorts of qualm 
ornaments, many cases of champagne 
'and other wines,'dozens of beautiful 
kimonos, large collections of art ob 
jects and,.; curios, many solid silver 
eggs, engraved with typical Chinese 
scenes; boxes,>.of finest silks and costly 
.laces that would make the Fifth ave- 
nue; modistes wild with covetousness 


Most of these goods wer.e thrown in 


magazine 
lockers and 
put under 


'guard. Officers and men were given 
a chance to pay duty on the goods and 
reclaim, them, except in certain in- 
stances. It is understood that most of 
the officers paid, the duty and regained 
their goods. 


NOT EMACIATED. 


Hicks Rapidly Recovering 
From Ef- 


fects of Entombment. 


Bakersfield, Cal., Dec. 24.—L. B. 


Hicks, who was entombed in a mine 
for nearly 16 .days, and released at 
11:25 Saturday night, is not emaci 
ated, as was expected. He was strong, 
and the stimulants.that had been pre- 
pared for him were not needed. His 
beard was thick and stubby, but not 
grown out as might have been expect- 
ed.. ' His tu.ce and hands were dirty, 
but hill, clothing was fairly clean and 
in good 'condition. Hicks was born in 
Kentucky. 


Hicks in an. interview said: "To a 


flickering match, to a rock loose and 
within grasping distance with which 
to signal at the moment when to have 
had nothing would have meant death, 
I owe my<life. After the first-shock', 
when consciousness came I. did riot 
fully-realize the situation; I did not 
for hours. I lay there for hours, days', 
before I heard any sound. I thought 
for a time after the pipe came In that 
the men were fooling me as to the 
duration of time. I had estimated the 
time in my own way and figured that 


ad been In there 12 days before the 


pipe cams in."

• Justice William J. Gtynor of the 
New York supreme court lit a speech 
at the Economic club dinner in Bos- 
ton the other night made a. novel sug- 
gestion for the prevention of railroad 
rebating, says the New York Ameri- 
can; 


Judge Gnynor's remark* were receiv- 


ed with grave attention. 
" 


"It is my belief," be said, "that the 


government should appoint the general 
freight agent of every railroad, and It 
may have to do so, for be, through his 
subordinates, could stop the abuse at 
once. 


"Some one will say, 'Yes, but he 


could be bribed,' Yes, of course, for 
that is always possible. , But. let. us 
remember that it is not the rule, but 
the exception, for high officials ap- 
pointed by the president of the IQnited 
States or government' to accept "bribes. 


"As Hamilton- said, contrive "as you 


may. In the'lnst analysis you have to 
repose power in some one, and I -would 
rather see the power in" this instance 
in 'the1 hands- of a responsible and an- 
fiw'erable government official than in 
the hands of individuals seeking theii1 
own aggrandizement. 


"I am not suggesting v that the gov- 


ernment through such freight agents 
fit the rates. 1 would leave that as it 
is. The duty of such officials would 
not be to fix rates, but to see that ev- 
ery one paid the prescribed rate, no 
more and no less." 


At the outset Of his remarks Justice 


Gaynor pointed to "the degradation of 
the national house of representatives 
from a deliberative body to a mere 
puppet of its speaker and his commit- 
tee on rules." ' 
. "Think of the great railroad legisla- 
tion of last session being passed upon a 
discussion limited to a few hours in 
the house of representatives," he said. 
"A: discussion of six months would not 
have been too long to work out to the 
last analysis so great a subject, and 
the last analysis is what legislation 
should always be." 


Judge Gaynor then said In part: 
.... 


"Let no one be under the delusion 


that there Is any prejudice or hostility 
to honestly acquired : wealth, however 
great, in this country. ' , 
. 


"It used-to be a saying that you could 


hire half the people to sho6t- down the 
other half; but. whlle.that is no longer 
true, owing to the education .of the 
many , and th% consequent shifting /of 
the center of thought from the few to 
the many, we must still consider, the 
immense power of combined wealth, 
especially for evil.

J. O. Reirate of 
Toronto, Canada, in the Motor i<ews. 
Narrow wagou tires are the great de- 
stroyers of good roads. 
The injury 


done by these increases as the rwagtm 
gets older and the wheel wabbles 
loosely oil the axle. A narrow tire on 
all old and heavily loaded wagon can 
do more damage to a road in one trip 
to market and back than would pay 
for a new wagon. 


\Vide tires, on the other baud, are a 


benefit rather than an injury to the 
road. 
They have a greater bearing 


and do not cut Into the road 
Instead | 


of two inches of road surface support- 
ing the load, wagon and all. by dou- 
bling the width o* tire the load is dis- 
tributed o\»r twice the amount of road 
surface. In making wneons considera- 
tion sUoukl be given not merely to the 
strength of the wagon and its wheels.

but also to the stiength of the roads to 
be traveled and the kind of wagon they 
have strength to support. 


Tests ha\e been made from time to 


time of the effect of wide tires not 
merely on the roads, but also on the 
pull required to move the loads. Among 
these tests have been those made by 
the British Association For the Ad. 
vancement of Science in 3902, by the 
experimental station of Missouri uni- 
veiMty of I'W nud more recently by 
the United States war department. 
The results in all cases have beeu 
practically the snrnc: 


First— With regard to the roads it is 


found that wide tires Jea^e a road In 
better condttjon than before passing 
over it. 


Second.— As to tractive effect, the 


only practical disadvantage of wide 
tires arises vi here the road is so soft 
(bat the wheels sink tnto it and the 
mud sticks to the rims and packs be- 
tween the spokes 
On very hard, 


smooth roads or roads covered with 
dust wide tires require a very slightly 
increased ti active effort 
On all other 


classes of roads the advantage is in 
favor ot the wide tire 


The practical application of the re- 


sult of tests is that for traffic on coun- 
try roads if wide tires of four inches 
nnd upt\aid are generally used there 
would be a decided improvement In 
every class of road. The tractive pow- 
er required would be less and the cost 
of keeping the roads in repair would 
be much reduced. If all farm wa 
were equipped wjth wide tires 
muddiest and stick" <»st of our roadj 
would be very much improved and 
many of what nre now known as bad 
roads would be for the most ot th* 
year in fair condition. 


While the majority ot wagons con- 


tinue to have narrow tires, the few 
having wide tires are heavier to draw 
on very muddy and sticky claf roads 
but ou the great majority of TOdds, the 
average country roads, the advantage 
is In favor of the tire four inches wide. 


It is urged against wide tires that 


they do not roll freely in the ruts 
mncle by narrow tires. So long as nar- 
row tires are commonly used this will 
be the case to s'ome extent; but, on the 
other hand, if wide tires were general- 
ly used the ruts would not exist. 


In any case, with narrow tires the 


bottom of the nits made by the nar- 
row tires are uneven, and the narrow 
rims ar* constantly grinding against 
the sides of tbe ruts, creating tb« 
greatest friction, 10 that the objection-' 
able difference is not so great «syH 
appears on first sight, if It exists ntnll 


It Is further contended that the wide 


tires come in contact witb more loose 
stones than do those with a narrgpr 
tteacl. The greater resistance offewd 
i» this way Is more than counterbul* 
anced, however, by the loose stone* 
dropping into the narrow ruts. 


In tbe one case the wheel goes to 


the stone; In the other the atone gets 
In front of the wheel. The Irregular 
bottom of the ruts and the stones In 
the narrow ruta keep up n constant vi- 
bration of the wagon, which transmit*
